peace but as for a formal body parall- 
el to the Geneva League. no such or- 
ganization is contemplated 


This news may come as a surprise 


to those who have been thinking 
either in terms of a rival p-ganization 
to the Geneva league or as an associa 
tion of nations in which formal mem- 
bership would he required. But the 
president has evolved the theory lint 
in order to be perfectly free at all 
times, to approve or disappro\e, to 
agree or disagree with anvthmer that 
may be proposed by other nations the 
United States cannot bind itself in 
anv hard and fast organization

Dante's Anniversary Is 


Honored With Exhibits 


Free Public Library Display Re- 


minds of Poet's Death 600 


Years Ago. 


In honor of Dante AHghlerl, re- 


cognized by many scholars to be the 
foremost poet of all aces, an exhibit 
na« been prepared by several Apple- 
ton people and is now being shown at 
the Free Public library. Dante's '•ex- 
centenary anniversary i* being cele- 
brated in all parts of Europe and 
America during the summer, although 
the anniversary of We death is Sept 
14. 
By his "Divine Commedia," especially 
the "Inferno" section where he de- 
scribes hell, is Dante best known. Hi3 
romantic affair with Beatrice is also 
amongr the well known stories of his- 
tory. He was born in Florence, May, 
1265 and was made Prior of that city 
in 1300 and banished a year later for 
political reasons. He died at Ravenna, 
Sept. 14, 1321. The epitaph which 
he wrote himself was this: "Here I. 
Danta. am locked in this grave, an 
exile from my native land. Florence 
a heartless mother gave me birth." 


The exhibition at the library is 


largely the work of Mfss Mary De 
Young, assistant librarian, who spent 
ccnsidrable time and much care in 
preparing the material. H. A. "SchJintz 
made the large potter in the center 
of the display from the famous pic- 
ture of Danta by Giotto. Miss Anna 
Tenney procured the picture post- 
cards from Italy. The large picture 
in the center was lent to the exhibit 
by J. C. Ryan. It Is the famous meet- 
ing of Danta and Beatrice by Holiday, 
the original of which hangs in the 
Liverpool gallery. 


It is said of Dante by eminent 


scholars that he not only wrote the 
Bible of Italy but he created a master- 
piece, 
a literature and a language. 


He is given a place before Home-rand 
Vergil by many of his followers. It is 
cited by some as entirely fitting that 
the first delegation of American stu- 
dents to go to Europe for an historic 
celebration was sent to honor Dante. 
More than 160 students from America 
left early in June* to be present at 
some of the European celebrations. 
They were taken largely from ro- 
mance language and literature groups 
in eastern colleges. 


Accompanying the pictures in the 


exhibit are explanatory notes showing 
their relation to the poet. Miss De 
Young also has made extracts of note- 
worthy passages in 'his works. One 
section of the exhibit is made up of 
copies of the 
famous 
illustrations 


to his work. Opinions of great schol- 
ars concerning Dante's place in his- 
tory and literature are also included. 


The reading list which has been 


prepared to supplement the pxhibit 
1s extensive. The library collection in- 
cludes translations from Norton, Par- 
sons, Longfellow, and Can'. The lat- 
ter is beautifully illustrated by Gustav 


Dor*. Much of Dante's work known 
only toshls followers if also included 
in the list 


It is possible that other exhibits
